On Thursday 7th, six peace-campers from Faslane were sentenced 
to three months imprisonment for their protest at the MOD HQ in 
Whitehall, last June. It was a crazy week.lt was the day after 
i'd woken up to hear on the radio that the Rainbow Village at 
Molesworth USAF base,Cambridgeshire had been evicted by 1500 
troops and MOD police.It had taken me a while to recover from 
the immediate impact of this news .I got up in a daze and then 
started to panick. What couid I do? should I hitch to Molesworth 
straight away and try to block convoys of troops or wait and plan 
things with other people.I decided to go to Southwark Crown 
court to join people who were gathered to support six peace 
activists on trial for covering the inside of the MOD building 
with red paint. I later found out that some groups had heard 
about the evictions at Molesworth early in the morning and had 
rushed up there to blockade tanks and cop cars, 

There was a real tension in the court room. It was so 
Silent except for Lizzie giving her evidence in the dock.I could 
sell from everyone's faces that - — they'd heard about the 
troops evicting the Rainbow villagers and were in just as much 
a panick as I was.lIt was obvious that we needed to take some 
action to Show our anger, ©  . Bizzie kept trying to refer 
to the mornings violence while she was giving her evidence, 
ono kept stressing to the jury the urgency of what Heseltine 
and all the rest of the warmongering scum were doing at Moles- 
worth. The judge just couldn't keep her from making the connect- 
ions between what was happening this very day ana the war games 
that were going on last June.She appealed to the ashen faced 
jury-she was on trial for her life. ۱ | 

| Their actions had come from the fear that Britain was 
going to interver- in the Iran/ Iraq war which could have led 
to conflict with the USSR and then to nuclear war. These fears 
started when people from the camp saw a massive troop convoy. 
Soldiers told peace campers that they were being shipped to 
Cyprus from Faslarne with tanks and missiles,and that they were 
heading for the gulf. Everyone at the camp felt that some 
action was neéded to try and publicise what was happening. On 
June IIth,two days after leafleting the anti- Reagun demo in 


London, six people went into the foye of the MOD building in 
Whitehall,chained the doors shut and daubed red paint around i 


symbolise the bloodshed of war. They were arrested and later . 
legal observer Dolly was nicked for aiding and abetting as he 


crossed Trafalgar Square,on his way to phone press and lawyers 

Tt wasn't that surprising that the judge threw out their 

defence that crininal damage was done with lawful excuse ie, 
to try to save lives by publicising the li kelihood of imminent 

war. The judge led the jury to find all six people guilty of 
causing £8000 of damage,and gave them all three months inside. 

This trial has implications for ail of us who are trying 
to resist the state and its war machine,for it makes legal 
observers illegal - this jury has ruled that anyone providing 
legal back up for an action can now get done with aiding and 

betting and a prison sentence.It was just a matter of time 
before the state imprisoned legal observers 0 we'll just 
^ have to have illegal ones.This trial has alse set a new high 
sentence which could be applied to other peace activists on 
trial. 

All six people are at 8 prisons around the country 
and they need your support especially ag their sentences are 
amongst the longest received for peace acticns.

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THE MINERS! RALLY 


This is an account of the Miners' Rally, written immediately 
afterwardse lt is a personal account and only describes what I 
Saws it obviously cannot describe the whole atmosphere of such 
a large demo. You can only get that by being there...were you? 

Sunday 24th Feb, probably the hottest day of the year so far... 
saw a turnout of about 20,000 people gather in Hyde Park in 
support of the miners. After spending the first hour taking in 
vital refreshments, we wandered down to Hyde Park and made a bee- 
line for the fairly impressive display of black and red flags. 
About 150 Anarchists made up o fairly vocal section of the demon 5- 
stration as it wound its way through central London. The rich 
b*st*rds who watched from their Park Lane hotel windows were given 
a fair amount of stick, but the real anger was reserved for the 
N.C.B. Headquarters down by Victoria Station, its iron gates being 
supplemented by about 100 police ensured the windows stayed in one 
piece, Eventually reaching Trafalgar Square we were disappointed 
to find the P.À. doing a credible imitation of a £4.99 Hong Kong 
transistor which made it rather difficult, to say the least, to 
hear Arthur Scargill who was speaking to only half of the denon- 
strators. Wondering where everybody else was I noticed the massed 
ranks of flag waving "drunken youths" (local radio report descrip- 
tion) tearing off down Whitehall in the direction of Maggie 
residence. | 

The story was that two Notts niners had been arrested and that 
section of the demo had sat down in protestsand the police had 
thrown a cordon across Whitehall effectively isolating that section. 
From where we stood it appeared there were two cordons with a 
no-uens land in between. It was frustrating hearing the shouting 
and seeing the occasional pig's hat flying in the air and being -so 
far awaye One minute, however, we were spectators, the next the cry 
of watch your backs alerted usto the fact that another line of 
police, three deep, was moving towards us, effectively surrounding 
us, cutting about 2-300 of us off and outnumbering us by about two 
to one after some minor scuffles and pushing aná a couple of small 
police charges designed to force us down a suoll side-street 
people eventually decided to move back when the cavalry were 
brought in and try to get back to Trafalgar Square, which we at 
least eventually reached apart from a few silly b*st*rds who were 
arrested for kicking a sports car ( they should have hit and run 
or waited til there were no pigs about at least), and one photo- 
grapher. I didn't see any real violence although I believe there 
was sone heavy stuff going on elsewhere. All in all it was a good 
aay out and much better than boring old CND marches. ۱

Similar beatings to those which they are used to dealing out, 

At the end of a strike which saw the most vicious, dirty gov- 
ernment response most of us have ever cone across, the strong 
atmosphere of anger led to a real figh back.

they were punched, kicked, spat on, pushed and trampled. We were 
forced down a side street in Whitehall and started using police 
barriers to make our own, dragging them off their hired lorries. 
The filth have a habit of beating up defenceless people — but 

now when our anger overflows, they realise that we can be vicious 
ourselves. THEY WILL FACE MORE OF IT.

gain all the nourishment it needs, purely From plant foods. There 
are hundreds of healthy vegans around who will tell you so them- 
selves (i am one myself, in case you haven't guessed). 

One of the main reasons that people are going hungry (apart from 
tne fact that the planet's food supplies are not being fairly shared 
out) is that, as well as a huge, and ever increasing, human popul- 
ation, we have also bred a huge animal population — to be used as 
huuan food. Now, these animals have to be fed, and it is estimated 
fiat they are fed between five and ten times as much primary plant 
food as we humans do, | "d 

The way our present diet is geared, is that we use : animals as 
machines for turning plant food into meat. This method is not only 
anneccessarily cruel (the profit motive necessarily calis for factory 
farming etc to reduce costs) but is also very wasteful because only 
^ very small proportion of food esten by animals becomes available 
+o humans as meat and dairy produce. For every pound of meat pro- 
duced by & cow, it will have to eat approximately fifteen pounds of 
plant food - plant food which, if it had been consumed directly by 
us, would have fed fourteen extra people, 

in 1981, it was estimated that FOUR HUNDRED AND TWENTY MILLION 
people were underfed, Now try reading: that figure again without 
feeling compassion and the desire to end their sufferings 

One of the sickest things i heard about the famine in Africa is 
that crops were being sold by the Ethiopian government to the British 
government because they were paying the highest price. These crops 
were then being fed to British dairy cows whose milk, when produced, 
was being dried and sold back to the Ethiopians to nourish their

To grow food for one person eating ۵ western diet (ie one high in 


meat ahd dairy products) it takes approximately 0.60 hectares of 
lend. There is currently only 0.38 hectares of arable land (lend on 
which food can be grown) per head of population.

Dear reader,  . ! 

Below is a list of names,numbers and locations of some of 
the twelve people currently on remand in custody (awaiting trial) or 
serving time for Animal Liberation activities. 

Prison is something the state can impose on any of us at any time. 

I remember after the demonstration at Charles River Laboratories in 
Margate in September 85, a close friend was sentanced to 14 days for 
obstruction.This was the first time anyone i knew personally had been 
sent to prison.In many ways it changed my life,it made me realise 
what we are up against.The fact my friend only received a two week 
sentance didn't matter,it was the fact that three people sitting on 

a bench had the power to say she was wrong and therefore must go to 
jail,thus protecting the multinational companies who carry out torture 
of animals and people the world over.The people who sit on magistrates 
and crown court benches throughout Britain are the people moet Likely 
to have shares in companies such as T.C.1.,Unilever,MacDonalds,Marconi 
RTZ ete,etc,(Have you ever seen a Black,working class womun on the 
bench?).So therefore it is in their own interests that we do not 
present a challenge to the companies.That we do not make the public 
aware of the suffering,torture and death they impose on animals and 
people,of what goes on behind the closed doors of vivisection labor- 
atories and slaughter houses,that MacDonalds are cutting down the 
Amazon rain forests to grow grain to supply their factory farms, and | 
it is estimated that by 1992 people in the Southern hemisphere will 
begin to die through lack of oxygen due to the destruction of these 
forests.For if énough people knew what these companies do and began 

to act i.e.boycott, they would fall financially flat on their faces, 
and we could begin to create a more caring society,a world free from 
suffering and oppression,Until such a time,because of tbe need to hit 
these companies financially,as the only way they think is through 
their pockets,many activists will find themselves in the same position 
as I am in,at the moment I am writing this from prison. 

With the forthcoming trials such as I.C.I.,18 people charged with 
unlawful assembly,criminal damage and some wich burglary , Wickham with 
some of the most serious charges brought against animal rights, 
activists:-conspiracy to rob and aggravated burglary , Unilever, 42 people 
charged with conspiracy to burgle anë cause damage of approx £60,000 
plus the 11 people currentlyon remand and Andrew Horbury,serving a two 
year sentence,it is likely that before long there will be quite a 
number of animal rights prisoners. 

Only through a united struggle will we achieve liberation for all 
animals.Not through groups and individuals argueing amongst themselves 
about which is the best way of changing society. Everything is important 
from leafletting high street shoppers to raids on animal exploitation 
establishments to cause damage and save animals from torture and death. 

Tt is therefore important for people who support ALF, NALL, SEALL, etc 
to support activists imprisoned for their actions and ensure they are 
not left feeling isolated and forgotten. ue 

This society is built on greed and suffering,and money is what it 
revolves around.Those exploiting don't want people. to know what is going 
on or take action against it which would threaten their profits.Basically 
they dont want us trying to change their sick traditional,capitalist 
ways and they have the power to lock up anyone who present even a minor 
threat to their nice cosy living.wWe must fight. back. UNITED WE STAND.
